An Appeal to Voters. 

The legislative committee of the 
Woman's Club of Glen Ridge, acting in 
co-operation with the New Jersey State 
Federation jpf Women's Clubs, appeals 
to alj| the Voters g*»c -town *nd 
borough intuK'.ted of publk^ 

scltool gdi'icaiion to write to she senator 
and the membety of the Assembly from 
this couniy to support Sshale bill No. 
jl l6.: introduced by ScnaUlj Guorgj; S. 
Silzer,’and which provides (hat wh^rc 
lx>ards of education are appointed (hey 
shall be so constituted that one or more 
women shall at all times be a member 
or members thereof. 

In making this appeal to the voters 
tlie Woman’s Cfeb of Glen Ridge gives 
reasons which it is claimed make this 
closer relation a necessity for the better 
development of Jthe public! school 
system. » • 

They believe that just as the business 
man accepts the absolute necessity of ex¬ 
perience in the proper conduct of his 
business, of the need of employing men 
whose education, training and occupa¬ 
tion have especially fitted them for his 
particular line of work, so the same 
pri« ciple must be applied in the efficient 
conduct of National. i>tate and local af¬ 
fairs. They believe that no more glar¬ 
ing example of the failure to apply this 
principle in civic affair? can be in¬ 
stanced than in the conduct of the State 
school system so far as its relations to 
the women oLthe State are concerned. 
They put the question. “Which of a 
child's parents is it, who from the day 
the child comes into the world, is con¬ 
stantly busied with its care, ' moral, 
mental and physical, through all the 
years preceding and during its school 
life?” In the face of this, men have 
so organized the system of public 
school education, that the women of 
the State, students fnd guardian* of the 
children by nature and necessity. Have 
practically no voice in the government 
of that institution, which? more (Ran 
any other, exebpf the norrfv, per¬ 
manently influences the life of the chil¬ 
dren. 

Here and -there, pfteq after a.bitter 
fight, a woman ?s elected to a school 
board, but the mothers of the school 
children are not allowed to vote for her. 
Here and there under city government 
a woman member of a school board 
is appointed, while the mayor is so in¬ 
clined and not too much influenced by 
local politics. In consideration of the 
price women pay for bringing children 
into the world, and of the devotion of 
the best years of their lives to their care 
and training, it is asked; “Is it not a 
matter of fundamental justice that 
women should have representatives of 
their own sex on all school boards to 
add to the counsels of such boards the 
woman's point of view ?*’
